Lucky seven-year-old survives plummet from estate’s lethal railings 


Council tenants are furious 
after a seven-year-old boy suf¬ 
fered a fractured skull when he 
fell through railings which resi¬ 
dents had asked to be fixed. 

The state of Kingston’s housing 
stock, a highly-contentious issue 
with stock transfer debates immi¬ 
nent, took a near-fatal turn when 
Bobby Howe fractured his skull, col¬ 
larbone and sinuses last weekend. 

He fell 10ft through a child-sized 
gap, which residents of Meldone 
block in Sheephouse Way, New 
Malden, said they had been asking 
the council to fix for years. 

Broken railings and windows in 
Meldone and neighbouring blocks 
took just 20 minutes to board up fol¬ 
lowing an emergency call to the 
council after Bobby’s fall, a situa¬ 
tion his mother Anne-Marie Mc¬ 
Cabe described as “disgraceful”. 

She said: “I’m so annoyed. I can’t 
believe it’s taken for Bobby to go 
through all this for them to do 
something. 

“There are so many families in 
these flats and a boy like Bobby can 
go through a gap like that so easily. 

“We’ve been telling them for years 
those railings needed fixing and it 
should have been done a long time 
ago - I just can’t understand why 
they’ve done nothing.” 

Up until Bobby’s injuries, which 
included “broken sinuses”, Mel¬ 
done residents had been told by 
council housing officers there was 
not enough money to make repairs.

cy boarding up of the danger spots, 
said he planned an urgent meeting 
with council housing chief Mike 
England to get to the bottom of the 
situation. 

He said: “I want to find out which 
council officer made the decision 
not to do anything. 

“Fixing these things is the respon¬ 
sibility of the neighbourhood com¬ 
mittee, but the council officers have 
a responsibility to raise issues with 
us and tell us when things are a 
high priority. 

“If this had been raised with me, 
well, we’ve got a discretionary bud¬ 
get excess of £70,000 and you can fix 
those railings with three metal bars 
and a spot welder. 

“I’m so upset because I hate to see 
a child injured. This was a ward 
that was well run and now what we 
are seeing is that everything is 
crumbling.” 

A spokesman for Kingston Coun¬ 
cil said: “This was a serious acci¬ 
dent and our thoughts are with the 
boy and his family - we wish him 
well in his recovery.

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RSPCA highlights cruelty 
to legally tethered horses

Horses being tied up by the A3 
with no shelter have been de¬ 
scribed by the RSPCA as the 
borough’s biggest source of 
complaints. 

Calls from concerned ani¬ 
mal-lovers have flooded in but 
inspectors have been power¬ 
less to act because the owners 
are not breaking any law. 

The horses, thought to be 
owned by travellers on the 
nearby Swallow Park site, are 
tethered to a metal stake in the 
ground and are confined to a 
grazing area of about 20ft (6m), 
the RSPCA said. 

The horses have been seen 
tethered on a grass verge ad¬ 
joining the site and also on a 
reservation near the A3, with¬ 
in metres of fast traffic. 

RSPCA officers regularly 
visit the horses but their pow¬ 
ers stop at ensuring they are 
securely tied up and cannot 
wander into the road. 

A nearby resident said: 
“There’s no shelter. They get 
food and water but when it’s in 


the 80s there is nowhere for 
them to go. 

“One day when it was blow¬ 
ing a gale the big skewbald was 
thrashing around frightened 
but couldn’t go anywhere. My 
girlfriend came in in floods of 
tears and phoned 999.” 

A spokeswoman from the 
RSPCA said tethering was “un¬ 


satisfactory”, adding: “It is 
often used by people regularly 
moving from site to site, with 
no access to fenced fields. 

“In these circumstances the 
Protection Against Cruel Teth¬ 
ering Act 1988 should be ad¬ 
hered too, but if it is and the 
animals’ needs are being met 
we are powerless to act.” 


She encouraged people to 
lobby their MP to push for fur¬ 
ther tightening of the law. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
Edward Davey said he had vis¬ 
ited the horses in the past few 
years after getting complaints. 

He said: “I am very happy to 
get involved as animal welfare 
is a big issue for me.”

The line was completely 
closed for about 45 minutes 
and delays lasted well into the 
Friday evening rush hour. 

The woman’s death was not 
considered suspicious and po¬ 
lice are not ruling out suicide. 
An inquest into her death is 
expected to be opened and ad¬ 
journed at Kingston coroner’s 
office this week. 

Sarah Hamilton, manager of 
Oddbins, next to the station, 
expressed her shock at the 
woman’s apparent risk tak¬ 
ing. 

“It seems ludicrous,” she 
said. “There have been inci¬ 
dents of children on the 
track. About two weeks ago 
they found two 13- or 14-year- 
olds walking down the track 
from Berrylands to Surbiton. 
They had no concern at all.” 

A commuter at Waterloo, 
who did not wish to be named, 
said people were fighting to 
get on trains home. 

She added: “People were 
pushing and jostling for 
places on the trains, I’m sure 
a few elbows were flying 
about. It was not a pretty 
sight.”

Hospital denies creepy crawlies 


Kingston Hospital is furious at sug¬ 
gestions it has a pest problem, after it 
was revealed the hospital was one of 
the most profilic callers of pest con¬ 
trollers. 

The hospital called in controllers 
121 times between January 2006 and 
April of this year to deal with rat, 
mice and cockroach infestations. 

The figures were obtained under the 
Freedom of Information Act by the 
Conservative Party. 

Hospital management said the vis¬ 
its, which also found wasps, ants, 
fleas, flies, squirrels, bugs and silver- 
fish at the hospital in Galsworthy 
Road, were routine, preventative 
maintenance and that there had been 
“no serious infestations”. 

A spokesman for Kingston Hospital 
said it had a contract with a pest con¬ 
trol firm which visited once a week to 
empty mouse traps in the hospital. 

He said: “We can confirm that the 
trust has had no serious vermin infes¬ 
tations during the period and we be¬ 
lieve that risk to patients is 
minimised by our preventative main¬ 
tenance.” 

The Conservative figures showed 89 
hospitals across England had been 
visited more than 50 times from pest 
controllers in the past two years, 
with complaints ranging from flying 
ants in wards to rats in maternity 
units. 


The hospital said it did not keep a 
record of the actual number of pests 
removed from the hospital but said 
there was the “odd isolated incident”.

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
Edward Davey said: “It is a 
complete mess-up. These peo¬ 
ple can’t seem to organise 
basic things. It has wasted a 
lot of time and money for 
local residents and traders.”

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Woman stole 
from OAP, 87 

A woman who used to work at a 
drug rehabilitation charity in 
Kingston has been found guilty of 
stealing from a vulnerable woman 
living on the Cambridge Road es¬ 
tate. 

Julie Turton, 47, claimed the 87- 
year-old woman had lent her the 
money and simply forgotten she 
had since paid it back, Kingston 
Crown Court heard. 

But the jury decided she was 
guilty of stealing £1 on December 
12 last year and another £25 the 
next day.

Herbie Hancock, hostel manager 
at Kaleidoscope, said Turton had 
left Kaleidoscope by the time of her 
thefts. He added: “It is a very sad 
story. She was somebody whose life 
took a turn for the worse, which 
happens to lots of people.” 

Chief executive Reverend Martin 
Blakeborough said Turton had been 
through a “difficult time”. 

He said: “We were aware that she 
was claiming for quite a period of 
time that she was at Kaleidoscope 
but she definitely hasn’t been work¬ 
ing for some time. 

“Our thoughts go out to her and 
the people affected. 

“There’s no excuse for what she 
did but at the same time when you 
know someone it is sad.” 


Man admits to 
raping teenager 

A New Malden man has pleaded 
guilty to raping an 18-year-old 
Chessington woman in her home. 

Sumit Ginish Shah, 25, of Malden 
Way, entered guilty pleas to two 
counts of rape when he appeared at 
Kingston Crown Court on August 6, 
via a video link from Wandsworth 
Prison.

Kingston falls down 
the deprivation table 


Kingston has slipped 21 
places down a league table 
which measures deprivation 
across the country. 

Of the 354 local authori¬ 
ties in England, Kingston 
was ranked the 245th most 
deprived, according to the 
Index of Multiple Depriva¬ 
tion 2007. 

The index measures the 
number of households on 
benefits, unemployment, in¬ 
capacity, disablement, tru¬ 
ancy, educational 

attainment, overcrowding, 
house ownership, access to 
services, crime, housing 
quality, air quality and 
pedestrian and cyclist road 
accidents. 

Dr Jonathan Hildebrand, 
from Kingston Primary 
Care Trust (PCT), said 
Kingston was struggling to 
attract funding because peo¬ 


ple thought it was affluent. 

He said: “The second re¬ 
port shows that while 
Kingston is still an affluent 
area overall, we have 
slipped down the rankings 
in terms of deprivation. 

“This does not necessarily 
mean that people are more 
deprived in Kingston in 
overall terms, but shows 
that we have become more 
deprived compared with 
other local authorities in 
England.” 

The Cambridge Road es¬ 
tate is still in the top 15 per 
cent of most deprived areas 
in the country 

Kingston Council said 
overcrowding problems may 
be increasing with people 
finding it difficult to own 
their own homes but added 
that a strategy using private 
sector leasing was in place. 


Violent partner jailed for 
four months for attack 


A Feltham man who beat up 
his partner of five years has 
been jailed for four months. 

Mark Chane, 31, of Wilm- 
slow Way, had already been 
given a slap on the wrist and 
was remanded in custody at 
Kingston Magistrates’ Court 
on July 31, after breaching his 
bail by going to stay with his 
partner in Fleetwood Road, 
Kingston. 

At the trial on August 6, 


Chane was found guilty of as¬ 
sault despite his partner being 
unwilling to testify against 
him. 

At a previous hearing, mag¬ 
istrates were told that both 
Chane and his partner had al¬ 
cohol “issues” and the rela¬ 
tionship had lasted “through 
thick and often thin”. 

Chane was sentenced to four 
months’ imprisonment by 
lead magistrate Mrs Hopkins.

NHS planners are drawing up 
doomsday scenarios for an in¬ 
fluenza epidemic outbreak in 
Kingston, which would see 
thousands of people die. 

Kingston Primary Care 
Trust (PCT) estimates 50 per 
cent of its patients - about 
92,000 people - would catch the 
flu, and 26,000 would need to be 
seen by health professionals, 
with 3,680 admissions to hospi¬ 
tal including children under 
three years old. 

About 2,300 people would die 
in the “reasonable worst case 
scenario”, based on a fatality 
rate of 2.5 per cent. 

A PCT spokesman said: “The 
Public Health Report gives a 
good overview of local epidem¬ 
ic flu planning and the poten¬ 
tial risk to the 
organisation. ”The PCT has a

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Blind woman’s furry 
friend ends struggle

When Jo Westlake’s award-win¬ 
ning guide dog Barley was struck 
down with cancer last year she 
was consumed with grief and 
feared her independence would 
be crippled. 

But now, almost a year on, and 
after a long struggle to find a re¬ 
placement dog, life has finally re¬ 
turned to normal with new dog 
Sukki. 

Jo Westlake, 45, who has been 
fully blind since developing a 
brain tumour at the age of 10, re¬ 
lies on her guide dog to help her 
walk her two sons, both aged four, 
to nursery school. 

Sukki - originally named Supra 
- had to undergo about 18 months 
training from Guide Dogs for the 
Blind after being brought over 
from Norway. 

Her old dog Barley was hon¬ 
oured in the national Guide Dog 
of the Year awards for her “excep¬ 
tional work” in navigating Jo and 
her twins James and Oliver 
around in their double buggy. 

Less than two weeks later, Bar¬ 
ley was rushed to the vet with a 
severe cough and was diagnosed 
with lung cancer. Jo then had to 
wait five months for a new dog, 
and was forced to rely on friends 
to walk her and the boys to 
school. 

New dog Sukki, a labrador col¬ 
lie cross, arrived in late February 
and settled into their home in 


Kingsmead Avenue, Surbiton, 
very quickly. 

“Usually it takes quite a while 
to get used to a dog because we’ve 
got to learn their ways and vice- 
versa,” Jo said. “But I can’t fault 
her work all, especially as she’s

so young. She’s only two. 

“When you’ve had a guide dog 
it’s never the same with a stick. 
You’re really immobile. You have 
to find a wall or a post but the dog 
can walk around things or take 
you to the curb.”

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Police frequently called to nightclub 


Oceana, Kingston’s biggest 
nightclub, has called out police 
almost twice a night in the past 
six months, according to fig¬ 
ures released last week. 

The police visited the 
Clarence Street club or its sur¬ 
roundings on 346 occasions be¬ 
tween October 2007 and April 
of this year. 

The statistics have been re¬ 
vealed after a Freedom of In¬ 
formation request by the 
Kingston Guardian and reveal 
the pressures put on police by 
the town’s thriving nightlife. 

Kingston police were called 
out to deal with incidents at li¬ 
censed premises in and around 
the town centre a total of 680 
times - about five call outs a 
day 

The volume of calls sur¬ 
prised town centre Councillor 
Rachel Reid but she said they 
could reflect a greater willing¬ 
ness among landlords and 
managers to act swiftly to stop 
problems. 

She said: “I am disappointed 
to hear it is as high as 346 for 
Oceana but then again the 
turnover and volume and 
catchment area is huge. 

“Pubs are obviously taking 
responsibility and making 
sure things are being dealt 
with but sometimes we think 
‘could there have been some¬ 
thing in place to prevent these 
things in the first place?’ 

“My personal opinion as 
someone who is still quite 
young is I love the town centre 
but I do think a lot of people 
have a fear factor.” 

Kingston police could not say 
how many individual crimes,

violent or otherwise, were re¬ 
ported at each licensed premis¬ 
es, as it would take too much 
time and cost too much money 
to gather the information from 
its records. 

A spokesman said some of 
the calls linked to a venue 
might simply have been called 
in as an incident opposite a 
pub or club, adding: “We also 
would stress that high figures 
do not necessarily indicate a 
greater problem within each 
location, but may reflect a 
more proactive and vigilant ap¬ 
proach to apprehension and 
detection by landlords.” 

The Works nightclub, which 
is currently closed awaiting a 
relaunch, was subject to police 
visits 164 times, while the next 
most visited spot, the Kings 
Tun pub, known for being a 
popular pre-Oceana watering 
hole, saw 22 responses. 

The next most visited pub 
was student’s haunt Knights 
Park Bar in Grange Road, with 
21 call outs, while riverside 
venue McCluskey’s was linked 
to 17 police call-outs. 

Even chip and kebab shops 
had cause to call for help from 
the Met, with officers called to 
Eden Kebab and Chic-o-Land 
five times. 

The most peaceful drinking 
dens were Students Union- 
owned Bar Zen in Penrhyn 
Road, Waters Edge in Rams 
Passage, since closed and re¬ 
placed with Woody’s, the 
Druids Head in Market Place, 
the Ram in High Street, the

Holidays with parents can be dull 



Are you paying your child enough to wash your car? 


Many children are finding 
family holidays dull, a survey 
has revealed. 

Up to 28 per cent of young¬ 
sters said they found family 
holidays boring, and 30 per 
cent reckoned their friends 
had more exciting breaks. 

The survey from cruise com¬ 
pany Ocean Village also found 
that more than a quarter of 
teenagers wished their parents 
would go on holiday on their 
own. 

More than a quarter? Don’t 
they mean most of them? 

• A pledge that every prima¬ 
ry pupil in England will re¬ 
ceive free school meals could 
form part of Labour’s next 
election manifesto. 

The scheme, which would af¬ 
fect around four million chil¬ 
dren, could cost an estimated 
Elbillion, and would save each 
family almost £300 per child 
every year. 

But at the moment it’s only a 
suggestion - it remains to be 
seen whether it’s free hot 
meals, or just hot air. 

• Skinflint mums and dads 
are paying their children well 
below the going rate for wash¬ 
ing the family car. 

As many as 64 per cent of

to a new survey. This compares 
to an average of £15 when par¬ 
ents had their car professional¬ 
ly cleaned.

Britain’s favourite toy almost

Harnessing a natural wind vortex 
and reclaiming a wooden floor buried 
under the foundations are just two of 
the unique solutions one Kingston 
store has come up with to ensure its 
refurbishment ticks all the right 
green boxes. 

Food For Thought, Market Place, is 
spending £100,000 on the eco re-fit 
and owners Alan Martin and Rob 
Steidle are determined to create an 
environmentally responsible store. 

Mr Martin said: “We were aware 
that lots of companies make big 
sweeping statements about how envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly they are. 

“We wanted to do the right thing 
and ensure we didn’t make claims we 
couldn’t live up to.” 

Mr Martin said he consulted with 
Kingston Council and South 
london.biz’s Go Green scheme and 
got help from their greening business 
officer to draw up a plan to contract 
environmentally friendly suppliers 
and source sustainable materials. 

The store, which already sells an 
array of organic and fair trade prod¬ 
ucts, has planned everything from 
low energy refrigeration to sustain¬ 
able energy supplies and has adopted 
a number of novel approaches to 
solve practical problems they have 
encountered. 

Rather than use energy draining

and expensive air conditioning, the 
store has discovered a natural wind 
vortex at the back of the shop in 
Apple Market which staff are going 
to harness to cool the store naturally. 

They are also reclaiming a birch 
floor found under the original tiling, 
using edible paint, and have sourced 
more birch from a sustainable forest 
near Southampton to create the till 
counter. 

Helen Clark Bell, operations man¬ 
ager for the greening business 
scheme at southlondon.biz, said: “We 
have enjoyed supporting Food For 
Thought in the company’s endeav¬ 
ours to reduce its carbon footprint. 

“We look forward to working with 
further businesses in Kingston, help¬ 
ing them in their efforts to become 
greener.” 

Mr Martin said: “The refurbish¬ 
ment sounds expensive but it would 
have been double that had we not 
used sustainable and reclaimed mate¬ 
rials.” 

Staff have also kept a video diary 
which they hope will help other busi¬ 
nesses wanting to go green and the 
server used for the new Food For 
Thought website is 100 per cent car¬ 
bon neutral.

Firing up memories 


Does this picture kindle memo¬ 
ries? It was taken outside Surbiton 
Fire Station in 1949 - a year after 
it had been taken over by the 
newly-formed Surrey Fire 
Brigade. Before that it had been 
run by Surbiton Borough Council. 

It has been sent in by Alan 
Greenwood who, when not run¬ 
ning his nine funeral homes in 
Kingston and Surrey, is a keen fire 
brigade historian. 

He and fellow enthusiasts are 
hoping to publish a history of Sur¬ 
rey Fire Brigade later this year, 
and would welcome any recollec¬ 
tions readers may have. 

Alan said: “My interest began in 
1954 when my late father, Council¬ 
lor Douglas Greenwood, took over 
as representative on the Surrey 
Fire Brigade Committee, with re-

sponsibility for three fire stations 
- A9 Surbiton, A10 New Malden 
and All Kingston.” 

The picture shows the station of¬ 
ficer, Victor Peters, (centre left) 
with his firemen. 

“In those days it was two shifts: 
24 hours on and 24 hours off, Red 
Watch and Blue Watch,” he ex¬ 
plained. “The two fire engines 
were a Bedford heavy unit pump 
from the National Fire Service and 
an open Dennis pump escape 
which had been bought by the old 
Surbiton Urban District Council. 
Both were replaced in 1952 by a 
new Dennis Pump escape (reg no 
PP1897). This was one of the first 
enclosed type of fire engine, and I 


and other Fire Preservation Soci¬ 
ety members lovingly restored it 
to its former glory.” 

Vic Peters, said Alan, was station 
officer at Surbiton from 1948-63. 

“Interestingly, he joined the old 
Kingston Fire Station in London 
Road in 1936 as the very first full 
time paid fireman, and became its 
second officer,” he said. “Previous¬ 
ly all local firemen were volun¬ 
teers or retained. He ended his 
career as a divisional officer with 
the Surrey Brigade in 1973, and 
died in 1997.” 

Vic Peters’ son, John, lived above 
Surbiton Fire Station as a boy and, 
said Alan, would love to hear from 
anyone who is interested or could 
help the team with their forthcom¬ 
ing publication.

Kingston Hospital has never 
performed well in any national 
survey, ever since its ill-con¬ 
ceived merger with Queen 
Mary’s Hospital at Roehamp- 
ton, so this week’s revelation 
that it has one of the highest 
incidences of pest infestations 
among all NHS hospitals over 
the past two years may not 
come as any surprise to read¬ 
ers. 

Of course, with their usual 
aplomb for whitewashing over 
statistics that show the trust in 


a bad light, Kingston Hospi¬ 
tal’s managers are unlikely to 
tell us, as mere patients, which 
particular pests have been 
making their home in what is 
now essentially a modern hos¬ 
pital. But we can be sure that 
whether its unwelcome visi¬ 
tors are mice or rats, cock¬ 
roaches, ants or fleas, the 
details about more than 120 
separate instances over the 
past two years would make for 
uncomfortable reading. 

And while Government 


health chiefs immediately try 
to claim there is no correlation 
between the volume of pest 
outbreaks and the incidence of 
life-threatening hospital super¬ 
bugs (well they would, 
wouldn’t they), the inescapable 
fact is that such infestations 
nearly always occur where 
there are poor standards of 
cleanliness and hygiene. 

Except, of course, in 
Kingston Hospital where, no 
doubt, managers would have 
us believe that the offending 


pests simply can’t resist its 
nice clean environment. 

In several recent visits to this 
hospital, I have been dismayed 
to see evidence of poor hygiene 
and cleaning. But most de¬ 
pressing of all is that this sort 
of information only ever 
comes out after someone has 
dug through obscure national 
statistics, rather than by de¬ 
sign.

I’d like to ask your readers to

Emergencies simply cannot 
wait a year to be fixed.

Coun Mama is desperate to 
divert attention away from 
the damage the Government 
is doing to council housing in 
Kingston. 

It won’t wash. For every 
pound that tenants pay in 


rent, the Government takes 
away 31p. As a direct result 
we don’t have enough money 
to maintain our housing 
stock properly and we are 
forced to explore options to 
get a better deal for tenants. 

Meanwhile, we will contin¬ 
ue campaigning to remove 
the £6.7m negative subsidy 
the Government takes from 
tenants’ rents so that we can 
invest this money in main¬ 
taining our homes in future. 

All the £2.6m will be spent 
on our housing, unlike the 
millions that the Govern¬ 
ment collects from negative 
subsidies across the country.

A trip down memory 
lane for bus fanatics 



Move down the bus please: A wartime 
RT type bus picks up passengers at 
North Cheam 


You wait decades for an iconic 
London bus to trundle back 
into Sutton and Cheam and 
then a fleet of 35 come along 
at once. 

Transport enthusiasts took 
a trip down memory lane on 
Sunday, when a free service 
was provided by vintage vehi¬ 
cles dating from 1929 to 1964. 

The restored buses, mainly 
predecessors of the 
Routemaster, revived a subur¬ 
ban network 50 years after the 
first “red route” service 
ended. 

The oldest model, an AEC 
“T” single-decker preserved 
by Cobham Bus Museum, took 
to the road at the time of the 
Wall Street crash. 

Other stylish period buses 
include the RT double-decker, 
in service until 1979, and the 
slimline RLH, built in 1951. 

Organiser Steve Whitelegg, 
55, said: “Transport enthusi¬ 
asts enjoy an anniversary. 
And it was 50 years ago, in Au¬ 
gust 1958, that the first Lon¬ 
don red bus route to use 
special low-height double¬ 
deck buses was withdrawn. 


“Our services are complete¬ 
ly separate from the usual 
Transport for London (TfL) 
ones (you still had to pay your 
fare or show your pass on 
those) but some of our buses 
ran alongside modern buses 
on routes that still exist today, 
such as the 213.” 

His colleague Peter Osborn, 
54, added: “We ran a similar 
successful event last year, 
based in Carshalton and Sut¬ 
ton. 

“We were very pleased to see 
lots of local families enjoying 
a free day out on the old 
buses.” 

The main routes ran be¬ 
tween South Wimbledon and 
North Cheam, and New 
Malden and Sutton, taking in 
Epsom, Ewell and Worcester

A whole lot 



Kingston residents eager 
to get a grasp on their past 
should make a beeline for 
the town’s museum as 
Festival celebrates 800 
years of Kingston’s fetes, 
fayres and festivities, from 
the earliest Kyngham 
games in Medieval times 
to the modern multicultur¬ 
al carnival. 

Museum curator Peta 
Cook is on hand to show 
me around. 

“We have tried as much 
as possible to link how 
people celebrated in the 
past to how celebrations 
continue today in 
Kingston so we can show 
what is very often shared 
links,” she says. 

The museum has 
consulted with local faith 
groups, such as Kingston 
Liberal Synagogue and St 
Raphael’s Church, to see 
how their festivals are 
celebrated in 
Kingston and they 
have donated 
costumes and 
ornaments to add 
to the collection. 

There is an 
outfit worn by the 
Imam of Kingston 
Mosque, a lady’s 
favourite Diwali 
outfit, and colour¬ 
ful props used to 
celebrate Chinese 
New Year.

themes for the exhibition. 

These themes include 
pageants and processions, 
royal visits and civic cere¬ 
monies, and Kingston’s 
original 1208 charter, 
signed by King John, will 
also be on display. 

Peta adds: “Kingston also 
has many charters giving 
the town the right to hold 
certain fair days so we felt 
that was an important 
theme. 

“We will also have a 



section documenting civic 
days so, for example, 
photos of the Guildhall 
and power station opening, 
which caused terrific 
excitement in the town.” 

The local history room is 
open to everyone and it is 
a warren of periodicals, 
newsletters, Kingston 
history books, and geneal¬ 
ogy records including 
census records and elec¬ 
toral information. 

Despite the cavernous 
archives, museum staff 
say they still need to main¬ 
tain a dialogue with the 
community. 

Peta comments: “We rely 
on local people - we don’t 
want this to be a museum 
that teaches people - we 
want to learn as much 
from people as, hopefully, 
they do from us. 

“It is important to 
keep talking to 
people about their 
lives or we won’t 
have a history to 
tell in Kingston 
Museum in 100 
years. 

“It is not just 
about showcasing 
the past but trying 
to preserve the pre¬ 
sent for the fu¬ 
ture.”

Kingston teenagers Fish! 
do not act like your run-of- 
the mill rock band. 

There is no talk of world 
domination, no brash 
boasts of bedding 
groupies, or claims of 
musical excellence. 

Instead, the four 18-year- 
olds have much smaller 
ambitions, as drummer 
Harry Mead explains: “We 
are all taking a gap year 
before university and the 
plan is to record another 
EP and try to build up a 
fanbase.

MINI 
claims its Convertible offers 
the same go-kart style han¬ 
dling as the hatch and this is 
testament to thorough brac¬ 
ing. 

The roof itself is a fully au¬ 
tomatic fabric affair, MINI 
wisely choosing to reject the 
far more complex folding hard 
top fashion. 

As it stands, the MINI re¬ 
tains a characteristic profile 
with the roof in place yet 
looks appealingly cheeky with 
the hood down. Press a button 
once and the roof slides back 
by 40cm, creating a sunroof ef¬ 
fect. Press it again and the 
hood retracts fully, folding 
down behind the rear seats. 
It’s not the neatest stowing ar¬ 
rangement but it only takes 15 
seconds to get there and you’ll 
retain a healthy 120 litres of 


storage space in the boot. The 
boot itself is worth taking a 
look at and it’s not often I find 
myself saying that in a road 
test. It’s redolent of the origi¬ 
nal Mini insofar as it has a 
drop down lid which can dou¬ 
ble as a loading platform. A 
pair of steel cables mounted 
on a sprung retractor act as 
boot hinges and can hold up to 
80kg which in old money is 
nigh on 13 stones. With the 
roof in place - i.e. up - there’s 
165 litres of stowage space but 


those wishing to transport 
bulkier items are also accom¬ 
modated. By flicking a pair of 
levers located in the boot, the 
rear fastening of the roof can 
be detached, allowing the en¬ 
tire rear section to be raised. 

This in turn creates a wider 
space through which bigger 
items can be loaded. Couple 
that with the folding rear seats 
and you’ll be able to jemmy in 
some surprisingly loads. MINI 
claims a total capacity of 605 
litres. 


The rear seats of the MINI 
Convertible are still best left 
for children but the interior is 
a delightful place to detail 
spot. Retro themes abound, 
from the chrome detailing to 
the cavernous door bins. 

The MINI Convertible has 
Peugeot’s big selling 206CC 
firmly in its sights and if 
prices remain sensible, the 
French company should be 
more than a mite concerned. 
The MINI adventure shows no 
sign of letting up just yet.
